AVhithorne introduced a bill to return the 
tax on cotton collected by the United States 
in 18G5, 18GG, 1SG7 and 1 s t from the people 
of certain Slates of the Union to be sold or 
used by such States for educational pur­ 
poses. 
The Senate then took up the oleomarga­ 
rine bill, and Mr. Vance proceeded toargue 
against it. 
Mr. Jlutler offered an am end­ 
m ent extending the principles of the bill 
to wines and liquors. 
Mr. Gray addressed 
the Senate 
in 
opposition 
to the bill. 
Mr. H arris opposed the bill. 
Mr. But­ 
ler's am endm ent was laid ou the table— 
yeas 32, nays 10. Mr. Van W yck advocated 
passage of the bill. The question here, he 
said, was whether one Honest industry 
should be protected against the fraud of 
another. Tlie question was then taken on 
Mr. H arris’ am endm ent and it was rejected, 
veas 18, nays 32. Mr. Beck said the bill 
was protection run mad. Congxess m ight 
as well undertake to protect the breed of 
horses by legislating against the raising of 
mules, or against the competition of nat­ 
ural gas. 
After a long debate the Senate 
adjourned. 
H o u se ot R e p resen ta tiv es. 
W ashington, July 19th.—Im m ediately 
after the reading of the journal the House 
resumed consideration of the fortification 
appropriation bill, the pending am end­ 
m ent being that otlered by ltandall of 
Pennsylvania reducing front $500,000 to 
$100,(XHl the appropriation for arm am ent for 
sea coast defenses. 
Randall withdrew the 
am endm ent and offered another, which 
was adopted by unanim ous consent, pro­ 
viding that guns, projectiles, etc., pur­ 
chased shall he of Am erican manufacture. 
T he bill was then passed. 
The next business was the consideration 
of Senate concurrent resolution for printing 
20,000 copies of the third annual report of 
the Civil Service Commission. Agreed to. 
Cobb of Indiana, front the conference 
committee on the bill repealing the pre­ 
emption, tim ber culture and desert land 
laws, reported a complete disagreement. 
Pavson ran over the points of difference 
between the two houses and was severe in 
his condemnation of the Senate am end­ 
m ent which provides that after final proof 
of com plaint (under the homestead pre­ 
emption laws) and the issuing of a dupli­ 
cate 
Receiver's 
certificate, 
if it shall 
he proved to the satisfaction of the Com­ 
missioner that fraud lias entered to the 
title so acqtt red by the claim ant, unless 
it shall appear that the land had been sold 
or conveyed to a bona fide purchaser for a 
valuable consideration, the Commissioner 
shall suspend the issuing of a patent for 
the same. This provision he regarded as 
an incentive to fraud, as it required the 
Commissioner to issue a patent if the land 
had been sold to a bona title purchaser, 
even though the original title had been 
urquired by fraud. 
He hoped the House 
would, by unanim ous vote, insist upon its 
disagreement to this am endm ent. 
Gifford of Dakota charged that in the 
managem ent of the I,and Bureau there was 
an absince of any discrim ination between 
the cases of honest and dishonest settlers, 
nnd asser'ed that it was the purpose of the 
Senate am endm ent to put an end to 1 tiga- 
tion. 
Laird of Nebraska, in approving the 
provision of the Senate am endm ent, denied 
the charges made by the Land Bureau that 
imm ense frauds existed in the W est in re­ 
lation to the entry of public lands, and he 
stated that in A rkansas there were double 
the num ber of frauds existing that were 
ehargable against Nebraska, aud in Louis­ 
iana a double num ber. 
Carey of W yom ­ 
ing favored so much of the am endm ent as 
amended instead of repealed the desert 
land bill. The repeal of that law would 
postpone the settlem ent and reclamation of 
the arid section of the country for a long 
time, anti would place the land under the 
control of the cattlemen, who would like 
to see every land law repealtd in order that 
they m ight have an open, free, unfenced 
country. 
Perkins moved that the House recede 
from its disagreement tn the Senate am end­ 
ment. 
Lost—20 to 142. The House then 
insisted upon its disagreement, and further 
conference was ordered. 
Morrison of Illinois offered a concurrent 
report for the final adjournm ent of Con­ 
gress at 3 o’clock on July 23th.

Policeman 
Cox, who, in recognition of his bravery, 
lias already been presented with a medal 
, by Congress, hearing of the children being 
left behind, ascended to the room and 
rescued them in a half-sutfocated condi­ 
tion. 
T h e A n a r c h ists’ T rial. 
Chicago, Ju ly 19th.—Judge Garris' Court­ 
room was crowded this m orning when the 
first witness. Lieutenant Stanton, one of 
the officers wounded in the H aym arket, 
was placed on the stand. The witness de­ 
scribed in detail the events of the night of 
May 4tli. 
H e saw the bomb in the air, 
heard the hissing of the fuse, which was 
about two inches long, and saw the missile 
after it struck the ground. Several police­ 
men who were in the fight of May 4th testi­ 
fied as to the events of that night. They 
all swore that Feilden fired repeatedly (it 
the police.

riot. H e pointed at Feilden, who had said, 
“ Now's your tim e.” 
Officer Spierling testified to having seen

as

exploded. The rem ainder of the after­ 
noon was occupied 
in exam ination of 
detective Jam es Bonficld, who arrested 
Spies and Schwab on the day following the 
massacre. 
Num erous articles found in 
close proxim ity to Spies’ editorial desk, 
were shown, am ong them a piece of fuse 
five inches long and fulm inating cap.

huge revolver nearly a foot long, and beau­ 
tifully plated, was also exhibited.

the hour of adjournm ent was reached the 
jury looked completely fagged out.

W0BDEN. 


t )n the 13th instant there died at New­ 
port a man of the nation whose passage 
to eternity should not be allowed to go 
unmarked by public expression in any 
p rin t of the country. 
Rear Admiral 
Worden tilled a place in the nation’s his­ 
tory in the war of the rebellion that at 
one time made him the most conspicuous 
figure iu the navy. The epuode of the 
Cumberland, the Merrimac and the Mon­ 
itor will never fade from our annals, nor 
the heroic action of Worden and his gal­ 
lant crew be forgotten in our history. The 
monster rebel ram ran down the old 
■wooden-sides March 8, 1802, under the 
very nose of Fortress Monroe. The great 
ram was known to lie preparing for her 
work of destruction, but the Cumber­ 
land's crew fled not; they stood the shock 
and went to watery graves as only brave 
men can. 
The ram withdrew for the 
night, with the threat to cover Hampton 
Itoads next morning with the wreckage of 
Union vessels. 
W ith the new day she 
steamed down the tide to re-enter upon 
her work of destruction, but just n< loyal 
hearts failed and the brave men of a de­ 
voted fleet were preparing to die, there 
came upon the scene what was termed a 
match-box upon a bread-tray—or, more 
jrtipularlv, a cheese-box upon a raft—an 
odd arrangement, a thing to be laughed to 
scorn by the iron-plated ram with all her 
immense weight and all hut irresistible 
force when under way. 
Hut in the curi­ 
ous little iron box just peeping above the 
bay were Lieutenant .John Lorimer Wor­ 
den, commanding, and a gallant crew of 
blue jackets, working two guns that were 
to awaken that morning more than sur­ 
prise throughout the Confederacy. 
He 
steered the Monitor straight for the huge 
ram, and as he came he worked her two 
eleven-inch smooth-bore Dahlgrens so that 
•their roars of defiance gave exultant hope 
to 
loyal 
hearts 
in 
Hampton Hoads 
just before despondent and demoralized. 
The little submerged ironclad battery 
played about her mammoth antagonist 
with her ten powerful guns, moving twice 
and thrice with ease and alacrity where 
the ram could scarcely turn once. 
As one 
of her officers wrote, “ She was as unwieldy 
as Noah's ark, while the Monitor, with 
only twelve feet of immersion, could take 
any position and always have us in range 
of her guns.” 
The battle lasted some six 
¡hours, during which Worden was seriously 
wounded, but his fortitude never forsook 
him . The Merrimac was driven to re­ 
treat, and while the immediate result was 
a drawn battle, it was really the most im- 
jiortant early event of the war, since it 
•checked the triumph of the Confederate 
navy, demonstrated 
the uselessness of 
wooden war ships and the value of plated 
floating batteries, and that a few men shut 
up in a little iron liox afloat could with 
heavy guns fight and whip the largest 
ironclad 
rams. 
Commander 
(¡reene 
shortly before his death, he being on the 
M"nitor during the battle, claimed in ti e 
Century that the contest really resulted in 
a jreat victory for Worden. H e certainly 
saved the remainder of the Union fleet, 
secured the safety of Hampton Roads, 
drove the enemy from the field and gave 
hope and courage to the loyal men of the 
nation they sadly needed. “ He was victor 
in the first ironclad battle of the world’s 
history. 
He was one of the most gallant 
men of the nivy, every inch a gentleman, 
a citizen of broad intelligence, a com­ 
mander of rare'executive abilitv.

H e goes back to a lion-ministerial 
bench stronger than when he entered the 
declining Cabinet. 
A year ago the Home 
Rule party could not muster a corporal’s 
guard outside of Irish lines; whereas, 
such has been the growth of the senti­ 
ment Gladstone now represents, that the 


success of the opposition to home rule is 
dependent upon the most precarious of 
party allegiance. 


T in : Nevada City Herald declares th at 
the people of the m ountains own the head­ 
waters of the streams, and 
we own the foothill soil. We can dump 
mud and sand into those streams, and by 
ditches and canals take it up again and irrigate 
the soil without interfering with the valleys or 
the Sacramenlo river. We can cut off the waters 
that we collect iu reservoirs in the mountains, 
mid after using them for mining we can use 
them again to raise fiuits and grains and hay 
and live stock. We can so completely divert 
those waters that are injuring the valley lands 
and tilling lip the Sacramento river, that navi­ 
gation iu summer, north of the Capital city, 
will be a thing read of but not witnessed. All 
this will be rendered possible by the proposed 
irrigation laws.” 
All which is overdrawn. The control 
of the headwaters of the Sacramento, as 
asserted, is not true. 
Nor would the peo­ 
ple of this State submit to any such use of 
waters even if it were true. The compact 
iietween the State and the nation is that 
the Sacramento river shall remain a free 
highway, and not be destroyed by any in­ 
fluence. 
The surplus waters that go to 
waste ought to be saved, and there is 
enough that runs to waste, if stored for use, 
to make all the foothill region a perfect 
garden, and all the lower altitudes of the 
mining regions rich in earth growth. 
But 
the idea that the navigable river is to be 
starved dry is absurd. 


T iik belief prevails in New York that 
Garland will tender his resignation about 
the first days of August. 
If he does it will 
be an act entirely in accord with public 
sentiment, and will relieve the President 
from an embarrassing situation. 


T iie Alta says the law should not en­ 
courage large land holdings.

Legislature and giving only four days’ 
notice thereof, the proclamation being 
dated on the 10th instant and calling upon 
the Legislature to convene at the State 
Capitol on the 20th instant. Had an in­ 
vading army crosscd the State line or a 
hostile fleet appeared outside the heads, 
the Legislature could not have been called 
in more haste.—Oakland Times. 
Mention is made, in many of our ex­ 
changes, of rumors of an extra session of 
the Legislature to settle the irrigation r¡ues- 
tion. Probably these rumors have origin­ 
ated from the strong popular desire for Ihe 
speedy settlement of this important mat­ 
ter, so vital to the prosperity of the State, 
as we can find no foundation for them. 
An extra session has not entered into the 
plans of the State Irrigation Committee. 
They have expected to accomplish iheir 
work through the next Legislature repre­ 
senting the people, thoroughly educated in 
opposition to riparianism, and in favor of 
the ownership of the unnavigable waters 
of the State by the whole people, their use 
so regulated by law that they may benefit 
the soil to the greatest extent possible and 
the greatest number of people.

for certain riparian owners, who are opposing 
the movement, have published so nianv misrep­ 
resentations in respect to OUr «ófk ah í objects 
that it seems to be necessary to reply to them in 
this formal way. And more especially does this 
seem to be proper since we are now about to 
submit to the Legislature certain measures 
which we believe to be essential to the pros­ 
perity and material progress of the people of 
California. 
The committee was first appointed by the 
Convention of Irrigators which met at Fresno 
in Decemlier, lfcM. It was reappointed by the 
Convention of the same class of citizens and 
others interested with them In the agri­ 
cultural prosperity of the State, held in this 
city in May. 
We hold from these Conven­ 
tions full 'discretionary powers to pursue 
the course we may consider bcsv lo obtain the 
relief and protection as to water rights, which 
is the sole aim of the Irrigation movement. 
The principles for which we contend in re­ 
spect of water rights, and which we are seeking 
to have incorporated in the Constitution ana 
laws of the State, may be briefly set forth: 
First—That the unnavigable streams of the 
state are the common property of the people 
thereof, and, like the air, should be free to all 1 1 
the degree that they are applied to jeeessary 
and beneficial uses. 
Second—That appropriation of water must 
not imply individual or corporate ownership of 
the clement, but that it can be taken simply for 
the time ana to the extent only that it is applied 
to necessary and useful puri«oses. after which it 
must again become common or public property. 
Third—'That the construction of canals and 
other irrigation works should be encouraged 
and protected by the assurance of fair returns 
on the capital invested, and the appropriation 
of water to be conveyed to the irrigator bv such 
means should be recognized as an application 
of the element to necessary and useful pur­ 
poses. 
Fourth—That the unnavigable streams of the 
State and all irrigation works must be under 
such control and management that waste and 
misuse will be prevented, to the end that every 
acre in the State requiring irrigation may be 
supplied with water. That this is a subject of 
Legislative control. 
Fifth—That the rights of irrigators, and ap- 
propriators and owners of irrigation works, shall 
be equally protected. 
These p'rinciples conform strictly with our In­ 
structions from the two Conventions. We shall 
continue to agitate for their full recognition. 
In the course of the agitation for the over­ 
throw of the dangerous and destructive riparian 
doctrine announced by a majority of the Judges 
of the Supreme Court, a widespread demand ap­ 
pears to have been made for the resignation of 
those Judges who concurred in the decision. It 
has seemed to this committee that the rights 
and interests of the agricultural classes of Cali­ 
fornia. and other» interested in irrigation and its 
results, can only be secured and protected by a 
reversal of that decision. We do not tee how 
this can be done except by a reorganization of 
the Supreme Court, as suggested aud advised by 
his Excellency. Governor Stonemau, In his pro­ 
clamation convening the Legislature in special 
session. And while we do not in any way ques­ 
tion the uprightness, integrity or per-tonal <-tnr- 
acterin any respect of anyot the Judges of that 
high tribunal, we do not hesitate to say that we 
believe that the welfare of the State requires 
that the course Indicated by the Governor in 
th's regard should be followed. 
In our work we have not known nor do we 
know any politics but WATER. Our e .mmlttee 
Is composed of members of both political par­ 
ties. We believe that our work ha* merited the 
confidence and supiort of the people, and we 
do not doub: that they will sustain us in keep­ 
ing partisan politics out of the movement, 
whether in the Legislature or elsewhere. And 
we are fo’iSdent that the friends of irr gation 
will resist and defeat all efforts to bring the 
Senatorial question before the legislature at 
thi" extra session. There is no emergency re­ 
quiring the election o4 a Senat r at this time, 
and it would be au unfair and unjtut proceed­ 
ing to do so. Respectfully,

To the Senate and Assembly of the 
State of California: 
IN MY JUDGMENT AN EXTRAORDINARY 
occasion has arisen which renders it expe­ 
dient and necessary for the public welfare that 
the Legislature should be called together. 
The Supreme Court of the State, in a recent 
decision, announced that the riparian owners 
along the innavigable streams in California 
owned the llowing waters 111 such streams, and 
are entitled to the exclusive right to use the 
same. The wide-spread disaster which this de­ 
cision threatens to the agricultural interests, 
and the consequent general excitement and ap­ 
prehension, make it proper that the Legislative 
and Executive branches of the Government 
should take prompt and eflicient action to pre­ 
vent the injurious consequences which will 
otherwise inevitably flow from the establish­ 
ment of such a rule of law by the highest Court 
in the Commonwealth. 
Under the sanction of the laws aud customs 
which prevailed in California wben it was ac­ 
quired from Mexico; under the protective 
policy of the National and Slate Governments, 
and in harmony with the climatic and physical 
characteristics of the country, a splendid sys­ 
tem of irrigation has grown up since the 
American occupation. 
The flowing waters 
were deemed public property, and were con­ 
sidered as dedicated to the use of the 
people. The right to appropriate water for 
irrigation was regulated by custom aud by 
statute law. Most ol the soil of California was 
public land of the United States. But Congress 
expressly “auctioned the custom of appropri­ 
ation and diversion of water, and expressly 
authorized it upon the public domain. 
The 
practice of irrigation was thus allowed to be­ 
come general, and marked the progress of the 
agricultural development of the State. 
The 
larger part of the great valley of California, 
and most of the southern portion of the State, 
were In a desert condition, owing to the aridity 
of climate and soil. Irrigation has transformed 
large areas of this splendid domain into 
luxuriant fields, vineyards 
and 
orchards: 
hundreds of millions of taxable property have 
been created: many thousands of happy homes 
have been planted: 
colonies, villages and 
towns have sprung up, and au Intelligent aud 
Industrious population has been invited from 
abroad to develop the resources of the State. 
The agricultural prosperity already achieved, 
and the future possibilities of southern Cali­ 
fornia and of the great valley, which comprises 
much the larger part of the arable land of the 
State, have depended and will depend upon 
the ability of the people to use the waters of 
the State for Irrigation. 
The majority of the Judges of the Supreme 
Court have announced that any riparian pro­ 
prietor may obtain an injunction against auy 
pcrson not a riparian proprietor, to prohibit him 
from appropriating, diverting or using water 
from the stream above his land. Under this rul­ 
ing the ditches and canals, which are the arter­ 
ies of the agricultural life of the State, may be 
closed by writs from the Courts and, too, 
upon ex jtarte application without notice or 
warniug or opportunity of being heard until 
after irretrievable damage has been done. 
Many such suits arc now pending. Writs of in­ 
junction have been asked for and in some cases 
obtained, but have not been obeyed. Should 
an attempt be made to enforce them and others 
which are likely to issue, as is apprehended, 
serious trouble may ensue, because the people 
may lesist to prevent the desolation of their 
homes, farm8, vineyards and orchards. But if 
they should not, if they should peaceably sub­ 
mit, still the Injury to the Slate would \e im­ 
measurable. To suspend irrigation for one sea­ 
son would destroy thousands of homes and 
millions of property. 
Other Western and Pacific States, having an 
arid climate similar to our own, have con­ 
formed their organic and statute laws to the 
necessities and requirements of their condition 
iu this regard. Manifestly that course is de­ 
manded iu California. 
In view of these considerations, and particu­ 
larly of the ruin and disaster which seem likely 
to flow Irom the enforcement ol the doctrine 
recently announced by the Supreme Court as to 
water rights. It seems to me imperative that the 
Executive and the Legislature should take im­ 
mediate action to confirm to the people the 
right to a free use of the flowing waters, which 
is essential to their prosperity and lo the welfare 
of the State. 
Another matter of great public concern is 
the reorganization of the Supreme Court. 
The existing system has not given satis­ 
faction, aud the evils are growing worse. It is 
cumbersome to a degree. 
The business is in 
arrears, notwithstanding the creation of a com 
mission to assist the Judges. The plan of divid­ 
ing the Court into departments has not worked 
well. 
It leads to the necessity of hearing eases 
twice over. A litigant defeated before a minor­ 
ity of the Court ajipOftle to the Judges in bank, 
and th* 
work must be gone over. 
The 
system is perplexing ana unsatisfactory to 
everybody. Aud, furthermore, the Balance h-.*11 
lo the Judges of the Supreme Court are toó 
email. 
Lawyers eminent in their profession 
cannot accept the places without making a sac­ 
rifice which the State ought not to require. But* 
the compensation now provided cannot be In­ 
creased during the incumbency of the present 
Judges. 
In my judgment the Court should be 
reorganized. The system of departments should 
be abolished. A Court constituted of a compact 
body of Judges will accomplish more. Their 
pay should be increased so as to secure the best 
talent in the State. 
Now, therefore, I, George Stoneman, Governor 
ol the State of California, deeming that an ex­ 
traordinary occasion has arisen, by virtue of the 
power in me vested by the Constitution of the 
State, do hereby convcne the Legislature to 
meet and assemble at the 


Stats Capitol, on the 20th day of July, 
1886, 


At 1-’ o'clock M. of that day. and I do hereby 
spccify the following subjects upon which it is 
assembled to legislate: 


FIR ST —To propose and subm it to the 
people o f the State an am endm ent 
hr am endm ents to A rticle XIV. o f 
the C onstitution o f th e State, rela­ 
tive to W ater and W ater R ights. 


SECOXD—To propose and subm it to 
th e people 
o f the 
State such 
am endm ent or am endm ents to the 
C onstitution o f th e State as m ay 
be necessary or proper to secure 
to tb e people the right o f appro­ 
priation, diversion and use o f flow­ 
in g w ater for irrigation or other 
beneficial purposes, and as m ay 
be necessary or proper to protect 
a ll such righ ts iu the Courts o f 
th e State. 


T H IR D —To enact a ll law s necessary 
or proper to protect th e people o f 
th e State In th e fu ll and free en­ 
joym en t o f th e righ t to appro­ 
priate, divert, and

w ater in th e State for irrigation 
or other beneficial purposes, and 
so as to fully protect a ll such rights 
in th e Courts. 


FOURTH—To repeal Section 1423 o f 
th e Civil Code.

Jn a down-town saloon last evening an 
inebriated individual fell asleep in a chair

T he Chief Engineer of the water works 
reports an enormous am ount of water be­ 
ing daily used in this city. 
Surely the 
-treet sprinklers cannot be charged with 
using m uch of it, for a dustier citv than 
Sacram ento at this tim e would be hard to 
find. 
Complaints come in from every 
q u arter; whole blocks, streets and alleys 
are apparently neglected, and the visits of 
a street sprinkling cart in some localities 
are so few and far between, that they have 
become to be looked upon rather as curiosi­ 
ties than fam iliar objects, and he who does 
not sprinkle down the dust in Iront of his 
own premises, m ust suffer the consequences 
•of his own neglect. People are bitter in 
their denunciation of the Street Commis­ 
sioner for his suffering the contractors to 
thus slight their work, to the great annoy­ 
ance and detrim ent ot the public. During 
the incum bency of H . B. Nielsen as Street 
Commissioner, he had two extra sprinkling 
carts which he placed to work upon every 
neglected route, and paid them out of the 
contractor's allowance. 
W hen this was not 
sufficient, in his judgment, he w ithheld a 
portion of the contractor's money. 
By 
such m eans he secured a tolerably fair ful- 
fillinent of street 
sprinkling contracts. 
W ould not the present Commissioner do 
well to profit by the wise example set by 
his predecessor ?

E ds. R ecord-U nion : Every one fam iliar 
w ith, or interested in, educational matters, 
especially those pertaining to our common 
6chool system, m ust have become im ­ 
pressed by the frequency with which this 
system is assailed bv the statem ent that its 
education is not practical. 
From all quar­ 
ters, both in the public press and in the 
social circle, is this accusation made, until 
the friends of our cunimon schools are 
forced to inquire, "A rc these accusations 
true ?” 
In order to investigate the ques­ 
tion fairly it is of course necessary to define 
the term practical education. This, at a 
glance, seems simple, and the definition— 
th at which may be put into use in every­ 
day life—will be accepted by all. 
But fol­ 
lowing this comps the m ore searching in­ 
terrogation, “ P ut into use by whom ?” and 
in replying to this we say, in the language 
o f the im m ortal Bard of Avon, “Ay, there's 
the rub.’ 
To the architect practical education means 
a knowledge of geometry as applied to the 
construction of buildings; 
it means a 
knowledge of the kinds of shelter which 
m en have framed from the time they first 
“ began to hew the shaft or lay the archi 
trave,” to the completion of the most per­ 
fect models of Greek architecture; from the 
construction of an Indian wigwam to a St. 
Peter's at Rome. 
To the chem ist practical education means 
the power of taking the substances which 
exist in the m aterial universe and reducing 
them by occult and subtle analysis to their 
origine! elements. 
To the mineralogist 
and geologist it means digging into the 
bowels of the earth and reading on the 
stone tablets of igneous and aqueous rocks 
the history of creation. To the lawyer it 
m eans a knowledge of Coke, Blackstone 
and Chitty, and tfie’ history of civil 'aw 
from the creation to the present time. To 
the historian and statesman it means a 
knowledge of events and the philosophy 
of the hidden causes of the changes and 
revolutions which have taken place in the 
nations of the earth. 
To the journalist, 
w hat does practical education not m ean? 
To be thoroughly fitted for his work he 
should be able t > rise to all bights, to sound 
all depths: to b e alike fam iliar with law, 
science, philosophy, art, politics, religion 
or amusem ent—to be in fact a living en­ 
cyclopedia of universal knowledge. 
Thus we see by glancing at a few of the 
m any vocations of life, that practical edu­ 
cation is not one thing, but m any things, 
or rather like the kaleidoscope, which ex­ 
hibits a new phase whatever way it is 
turned; or like a landscape, which pre­ 
sents a different view from every new 
standpoint. 
Is it not then, too m uch to expect of our 
common schools that they should do the 
work of Technological Institutes? anil that 
those who go from them should be pos­ 
sessed of so-called practical knowledge? 
Are they not more like a workshop in 
which young apprentices are taught to han­ 
dle the m ental tools, which, with iuaturer 
judgm ent, they can use in such directions 
as seem expedient and necessary ? 
And, again, would it be best, if it were 
possible, to educate our children for spe 
eiiic pursuits ? Could we know at the out­ 
set that this one would be a lawyer, that 
one a carpenter, a third a teacher, and so 
on, would we not succeed in turning out, 
instead of symetrically-molded minds, all 
of whose faculties had been trained, mere 
monstrosities developed only in one direc­ 
tion. and consequently w ithout sym pathy 
for those w ithout the pale of tbeir distorted 
ideas of practical education ? 
Is It not then better, instead of condem n­ 
ing a system which has done so m uch to­ 
ward elevating our country to the exalted 
position which she occupies among the na­ 
tions of the earth, to compare the intellect­ 
ual condition of the masses of the United 
States with those of any other great nation, 
which docs now exist, or which has ex­ 
isted in the past, and give at least a part of 
the credit where it belongs, to our glorious 
and beneficent system of common schools?

R e c o rd - U n io n : A n interview you 
published this m orning as taking place 
w ith me needs correction in one or two 
particulars. 
You will rem em ber th at in 
asking m y views about the m atter discussed 
in that interview, you prefaced your re­ 
quest for m y views about the constitutional 
question, witli the rem ark that you under­ 
stood 1 had som ething to do with the pian 
adopted in the Constitution of dividing the 
Suprem e Court into departments. 
I re­ 
plied I had suggested plans for dividing the 
Court into departm ents, and stated to you 
the outlines of iliat plan, which was quite 
di 11Vrent from the one adopted by the Con­ 
vention. 
I did not state. I think, th at I 
had urged m y plan before the Constitu­ 
tional Convention, nr, indeed, ever spoken 
to a single m ember of the Convention 
on 
the 
subject after 
be was 
elect­ 
ed. 
W hat I 
did was this: 
I made 
m y suggestions as the only practical way 
of organizing a Suprem e Court that would 
keep up with the business. 
I made the 
suggeslion to a num ber of the members of 
the Bar of Sacram ento county. A t a ses­ 
sion of the Supreme Court held in Sacra­ 
m ento. shortly after the passage of the law 
authorizing the election of delegates to the 
Convention, I saw many lawyers, and to 
those with whom I was best acquainted I 
presented and urged m y views on this sub­ 
ject. Subsequently, Judge Heydenfeldt pub­ 
lished a pam phlet urging the departm ent 
system for our Supreme Court. H is plan 
was somewhat different from m y plan, and 
according to my recollection, different from 
the one adopted by the Convention. 
I had 
no consultation or concert of action with 
Judge Heydenfeldt. 
I do not know that 
lie ever heard of m y plan, nor did I, so far 
as 1 now recollect, consult with any m em ­ 
ber of the Convention alter bis election. 
I 
believe some of the gentlemen w ith whom 
I talked before election, were subsequently 
elected members.

S an F rancisco. July 19th.—In tlie ap­ 
pealed case of Piister (County Treasurer of 
Santa Clara) vs. the Central Pacific Railroad 
Company, tlie Supreme Court atMrmcd the 
judgm ent of the lowerCourt sustaining the 
dem urrer of defendant, in whose favor the 
suit had been decided. Plaintiff'had brought 
suit against the railroad com pany tor $.50,­ 
000, the cause, as alleged in the com plaint, 
being as follow s: On January 19, 1SS3, 
plaintiff w ith three others took passage at 
San Jose for Sacramento on the Central P a­ 
cific Railroad to deliver to the State Treas­ 
urer m oney am ounting to $91.952, collected 
by the Treasurer of Santa Clara county. 
On changing

ductor of the train 
refused to allow 
them to 
carry the 
m oney 
or send 
it 
on 
as 
baggage, 
and 
they 
were 
therefore compelled to deliver it over to 
Wells, Fargo

Court holds that, as passengers, they were 
entitled to carry only the luggage which is 
lim ited to the necessaries carried about by 
each traveler for his personal needs. The 
railroad was not compelled to carry m oney 
as State property, because it was not car­ 
ried by a State messenger, but by one in 
authority, whom the law forbids to receive 
a free pass. 
As the railroad company is 
not accustomed, and therefore not com­ 
pelled to receive m oney as freight (that 
function of common carriers being dele­ 
gated to express companies) tiie conductor 
properly refused to allow its being sent as 
freight."
